Jack 
of the bright light was com¬ 
monly believed to be the 
wandering soul of one re¬ 
fused entrance Into both 
1 heaven and hell. At this 
time witches supposedly 
sped on their errands of mis- 
I chief on brooms, and fairies 
and hobgoblins of every sort 
1 roamed freely. 

‘ We associate the pumpkin 
with Halloween. The word 
) pumpkin comes from the old 
French pompion, derived 
\ from the Greek word pepon, 
I meaning “cooked by the 


snn,” Pumpkin is the name 
of a gourd belonging to the 
Cucurbitaceae family which 
also includes melons, cu¬ 
cumbers, and squash. 

Several foods have become 
associated with Halloween. 
In Ireland Boxty is a tradi¬ 
tional potato dish served on 
the eve of All Saints’ Day 
or Allhallow’s Eve. Boxty on 
the griddle resembles^ grid¬ 
dle cakes and Boxty In the 
pan is a kindof potato bread. 
With milk and salt it was 
known as "Dippity.” Boxty 
is made with grated raw ipo- 
tatoes, flour, salt and pop¬ 
per, or cooked mashed po¬ 
tatoes, melted butter or ba¬ 
con fat. 

Colcannon is another tra¬ 
ditional dish eaten in Ire¬ 
land on Halloween. This 
consists of mashed potatoes 
flavored with leeks, butter, 
salt, pepper, and mace. 
Cooked kale is blended Into 
the potatoes ■until they am 
a pale green fluff. A hole is 
made In the center and 
filled with melted butter. A 
plai.n gold ring, a sixpence, 
a thimble, or a biUttrm are 
often put Into the mixture. 
The ring means you will be 
married within a year; the 
sixpe.nce denotes wealth; the 
thimble a spinster; the but¬ 
ton a bachelor. 

Barm Brack is eaten all 
year round In Irelarud', but 
particularly at Halloween 
when it has a gold ring 
baked in it. Barm is the old 
word for yeast. ’This yeast 
bread or cake flavored with 
■ cinnamon and ,n-utmeg, cur¬ 
rants, and mixed chopped 
candied peel.

A young Augustinian 
rnoink named Martin Luther 
began to thoroughly digest 
the message of Scripture and 
found that it revolutionized 
both his life and his theo¬ 
logy. So great were these 
changes in his own life and 
thinking tliat it brought him 
into conflict with others in¬ 
side the organized church. 

This controversy grew and 
grew until it actually 
brought a split within the 
Church of Christ which has 
.not beein healed even 400 
years later. 

“A second emiohasis of the 
Reformation was the doc¬ 
trine of justification by 
grace through faith. Gradu¬ 
ally ideas had crept into the 
church that one could buy 
his way into the grace of 
God, or borrow his way into 
the favor of God through 
the righteousness of some¬ 
one other than Jesus Christ. 

Luther emphasized that the 
righteousness of Jesus Christ 
was the only means of justi¬ 
fication, and it was made 
personal to the individual 
through simple faith.”

After World War II the United States took its former 
enemy under Its benevolent wing — as it had done with 
other nations — and patiently, generously built Japan into 
an economic giant. Such a giant, in faert, that a good 
many people began to fear we had followed in the bizarre 
foosteps of Dr. Frankenstein and created ourselves a 
monster. 

Largely on its own for some years now. our former 
ward has become one of the three most powerful econo¬ 
mic factors in the world. But its methods were self- 
centered, and Inevitably led to very strained relationships. 
Restrictions on our Imports and capital Investments, 
coupled with a hard sell program fortified by an under, 
valued yen, have given Japan an untenable balance of 
trade . . . untenable if relations with the United States 
are to be maintained on a mutually agreeable and bene¬ 
ficial basis. 

Secretary of State William P. Rogers addressed him¬ 
self to this fact recently in a non-nonsense talk with 
Foreign Minister Fukuda and other Japanese cabinet 
members visiting Washington. Rogers pointed out that 
there is “concern, even alarm” in this country over our 
economic relationship, and warned that something must 
be done to hold together our mutually beneficial associ¬ 
ation. 

It is tough medicine for Japan, but it will be good 
for that nation in the long run. The talking-to may have 
come as a bit of a shock, but if it is taken seriously it 
will eventually be recognized as a major step not only 
in international economic relations but also in Japan’s 
development as a strong, mature member of the inter¬ 
national family.
